Even before the late war he had come to be known, in 
operations against hostile Indians ana engagements with 
them, as an exceptionally accomplished cavalry officer, and 
had been brought from this service to the Military Acad- 
omy that cadets might receive the benefit of his instruction 
and might profit by his example. 

Asthe colonel of the lst Massachusetts Cavalry. in the 
late war, he quickly moulded intelligent materia! into dis- 
ciplined troops, and led into action at Secessionville, South 

ountain, Antietam, and minor engagements, an organiza- 
tion which never lost the impress of its first colonel and 
which gave to history a gallant record. 

In later years, as an officer of the Adjutant General's De- 
partment, intrusted with {responsible duties, and placed at 
times in trying positions, he served with distinction in the 
bureau and with military commands till he came to be Ad- 
jutant General of the Army. 

Firm but kind, dignified and courteous, without partial- 
ity, favor, or affection, he bas faithfully and ably dis- 
cha the functions of his office. 

In this brief mention of the service of General Williams, 
the Secretary of War bears testimony to his faithful, honor- 
able, and distinguished career.

VARIOUS NAVAL ITEMS. 


TuE recently completed cruise of the Massachu- 
setts training-ship Enterprise is regarded as the 
most successful of the series, and much commenda- 
tion is bestowed upon the boyson account of the 
alacrity with which the necessary discipline of the 
ship was carried out during the cruise. 


Tue Pilot Chart of the North Atlantic Ocean for 
Novem ber, published by the Bureau of Navigation, 
Navy Department, Washington, D. C., Comdr. ©. D. 
Sigsbee, Hydrographer, has a supplement of 6 syn- 
optic weather charts, illustrating weather condi- 
tions of two cyclones of August, 1893; The chart 
notes, removing of wrecks and derelicts; The use 
of oil on sea; Storms in the North Atlantic; Forecast 
for November, Review of October, eto. 


Tus board appointed by Secretary Herbert to in- 
quire into the facts regarding the alleged mistakes 
in the construction of the new cruisers and gun- 
boats, have entered upon their laborsand will prob- 
ably remain in session a long time, the importance 
of the subject warrantipg the most careful atten- 
tion to every detail. So far the Board has held its 
sessions in Washington, but in the course of the in- 
quiries called for they will probably visit Balti- 
more, New York, Bath, and Portsmouth, N. H.

The Castine 
and Columbia will be docked, filled with water and 
weighted upon one side to make them keel over to 
determine the centre of gravity. During a prelim- 
inary run on Long island Sound on Monday of th 
Marblehead, one of the vessels believed to be de- 
feetive. ap! hana worked well, a speed of 17.8 
knots being shown under ordinary conditions. 


Aw admirable means for disinfecting matter on 
war and other vessels at eee by steam has been 
tried on a French battleship, the Courbet, with 
complete success. The Couwrbet has for working its 
auxiliary machines one of its twelve boilers under 
a pressure of four kilogrammes. A boiler close to 
this was emptied of its water, opened and the linen 
of a patient with scarlet fever placed inside and 
then hermetically closed. The communication be- 
tween this boiler and its neighbor was slowly open- 
ed and the st:am allowed to penetrate it until the 
manometer showed a pressure of two kilogrammes, 
with a pressure of 120 degrees Cent. The boiler used 
for disinfecting was kept at this pressure for 20 
minutes, until the infected linen within was per- 
fectly sterilized. On the following day when the 
boiler had cooled it was opened and the clothing 
eat had been placed in it was found in good con- 
tion.—N. ¥. Herald,

LIBUTENANT-GBNERAL PRIMERANO has been ap- 
pointed chief of the genera) staff of the Italian 
Army, in the place of Lieut.-Gen. Cosenz, who has 
been retired. 


Reports from Hayti are to the effect that the 
unboat Alexandre Petion was sunk by treachery 
n the interest of the revolutionary party. Before 

the Petion sailed from Port-au-Prince the Secretary 

of the Navy, it ia charged, found a pretext to order 

all the French engineers ashore, and during their 

absence he sent an agent on board, who set valves 

in the hold in such a way that the pressure of 

Ee water would force an entrance within a few 
ours. 


Spar is just now suffering froma seriesof mis- 
fortunes which are creating great excitement 
throughout the Peninsula. In Africa they hold 
their own thus far against the utmost efforts of the 
Spanish troops, and the fanatical excitement is 
spreading among the Moors. At last accounts 
however, the Riffians were reported to be suing 
for peace The Spanish town of Santanda has 
been wrecked by the explosion of a largeamount of 
smuggled dynamite, which was contained in an 
Roglish vessel) burnt at the wharf. 300 persons 
were killed and 450 wounded, including some of the 
principal citizens. The explosion was followed by 
fire. Fifty private houses on Mendez and Vigo 
streets were destroyed by the flames. Several im- 
portant public buildings and valuable archives 
were burned before any control could be gained 
over the fire. The sea was tossed asif by an earth- 
quake. Tremendous waves broke up over the 
water front, and large vessels were tossed likeshells 
against the docks. The contraband dynamite was 
concealed beneath a lot of iron and rawhides in the 
hold of the Cabo Machicaco, adjoining the bunker 
where the fire started. Finally great consternation 
has been occasioned by the explosion of a bomb 
— by anarchists into a crowded Spanish thea- 


From Rio de Janeiro Capt. Picking, U. 8S. N., in 
temporary command of our naval forces there, 
says: ‘Firing daily between opponents, but with- 
out result looking to settlement thus far. No inter- 
ference with our commerce.” Rio was again bom- 
barded Nov. 8 Admiral Mello,.it is believed, will 
make a desperate effort to subdue the Government 
forces before the fleet they are gathering around 
reaches Rio, but it is very doubtful that his attack 
will meet with any success. The Government forces 
are better supplied with munitions,and are ina 

osition to keep up a fireon the ships indefinitely 

f it is necessary. On the other hand Mello’s powder 
supply is constantly diminisbing, and it is believed 
he bas little left except that aboard his ships. Nov. 
4 Capt. Pickering telegraphs: “An explosion of a 
large quantity of gunpowder belonging to the in- 
surgents occurred here yesterday evening on Gov- 
ernor’s Island. Two British naval officers were 
killed, and also a boatewain and one man belonaing 
to the British cruisers. Five men were wound 
seriously. They were all gathering sand near the 
magazine. Mello claims that the Brazilian Govern- 
ment is responsible.” The loss of this magazine 
may beaserious blow to Melio, as it is believed 
that his entire supply of powder, except what he 
had in the magazines of his ships, was stored on the 
sland. A despatch from Lisbon, Nov, 7, says that 
official confirmation has been given to the report 
that the rebel warship R lica rammed and sank 
the Brazilian transport Rio de Janeiro off the Bra- 
zilian coast late in October. Tne transport carried 
1,300 troops, all of whom went under with her. The 
Rio de Janeiro was on the way from Rio Grande de 
Sul to the capital when the Republica made the 
attack. Senator Barbosa telegraphs to the New 
York Herald: “Brazilians are faithful to the Repub- 
lic, but will not consent to be governed by a mili- 
tary dictator. Admiral Mello is an bonest man, and 
has never committed himself tothe alleged treason. 
He is devoted to the Republic and the re-establish- 
ment of the constitution.

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ARMY APPOINTMENTS. 


Monpay was Army day at the White House. The 
President and Secretery Lam nt spent several hours 
together going over the papers of those concerned 
in the contest for the chief Army prizes. The con- 
ference resulted in filling all of the Army vacancie, 
at their disposal, except the assistant quartermas- 
tership and civilian appointments to second lieuten- 
ancies. Here are the fortunate ones: Oolonel 
George D. Ruggles, Adjutant General; Captain 
George 8. Wilson, Twelfth Infantry, Major and As- 
sistant Adjutant General; Oaptain Wm. P. Hall, 
Fifth Oavalry, Major and Assistant Adjutant Gen- 
eral; Captain Oharles E. Kilbourne, Signal Oorps, 
Major and Paymaster. 

By the appointment of General Ruggles the Ad- 
jutant General’s Department holds its unbroken 
record for promotion to the head of thecorps by 
seniority. It is besides a just recognition of bril- 
liant war service. That General Ruggles has earned 
his promotion every one agrees; that he is emi- 
nently qualified for the responsible duties of the high 
office to which he has been appointed not even his 
enemies, if he has any, will deny. While the Army 
generally, we believe, approves the choice made 
there will naturally be a feeling of sympathy for 
Oolonel Vincent, who has lost his last chance of 
reaching the head of his department, as he retires 
before General Ruggles. With both officers having 
excellent records, both known to be exceptionally 
well qualified for the duties of the important office, 
one haying seniority in point of rank in his favor, 
the other seniority in point of years, and both 
strongly endorsed by influential people, it was not 
an easy matter for the President to reach a de- 
cision. The controlling factors in General Ruggles’ 
favor were his important Army service during the 
war, seniority in rank and many strong endorse- 
ments. These included Secretary Lamont, ex Sec- 
retary Whitney, General Sickles and many other 
prominent New Yorkers as well as ,friends from all 
parts of the country. 

War service also figured prominently in the ap- 
pointment of Captain George 8. Wilson, Twelfth In- 
fantry, as Major and Assistant Adjutant General. 
He was strongly endorsed for the office by Secretary 
Gresbam witb whom he served during the war; also 
Senator Voorhees. By the appointment of Captain 
Wm. P. Hail the Fifth Cavalry is again honored. 
For the sixth time within not very many years this 
regiment has been recognized by the Chief Ex:cu 
tive in selection appointments. From it wee 
drawn Generals Merritt and Greely, Lieutenan: 
Colonel Volkmar and Major Babcock, Assistant Ad- 
jatant General; Major Davis, Judge Advocate, and 
Major Hall, Assistant Adjutant General Four of 
these were selected by President Cleveland. Major 
Hall was strongly endorsed for the office by Senator 
Blackburn, bis father-in-law. 

Captain Charles E. Kilbourne, Signal Oorps, who 
gets the Majority in the Pay Corps was endorsed by 
Chairman Outhwaite, of the House Military Oom- 
mittee, and also by General Greely. His appointment 
will correct an injustice done him inthe matter of 
rank at the time of the reorganisation of the Sigua! 


| Corps. 
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HAWAII FOR THE UNITED STATES. 

‘At the time of the Hawaiian Revolution, and for 
four or five months thereafter, there was considera- 
ple discussion as to whether this Government should 
or should not annex the Hawaiian Islands. For 
the past three months little has been said or done, 
and there no longer appears to be any ac- 
tive public interest on the question. Still the sub- 
ject of this annexation is one of vital interest to 
all Americans, and especially to our Navy. These 
islands are so located in the Pacific Ocean that they 
are a natural way station to all ocean travellers to 
and from the United States or Oanada and Ohina, 
Japan, Australia and all South Sea points. 

From the time of their first acquaintance with 
the United States, the Hawaiians have looked to us 
for protection, and our Government has always 
been an adviser and friend to them. The early 
history of this group shows that in every way pos- 
sible we have endeavored to develop and maintain 
friendly relations with the islands, both commer. 
cially and officially. 

Nearly every European power has bulldosed the 
Sandwich Islands and United States naval com- 
manders have interceded in their behalf in several 
cases. American missionaries have always been 
most cordially welcomed to Hawaiian shores, and 
great are the results. American money has been 
invested therein to such a great extent that now 
our interests are virtually the ouly ones in them. 

The American’ Government has recognized the 
importance of a naval coaliag station onthe Ha 
waiian Islands, and have had this in view in the ne- 
gotiation of every treaty between the two countries. 
The control of these islands gives control of the 
North Pacific. Were they under our control we 
could gather our fleets there and easily protect 
American commerce. A fleet with its headquarters 
on the Hawaiian group could take the aggressive in 
apy direction on the Pacific Ocean. Webster, Lin- 
cold, Grant, Blaine, Bayard, and Foster all saw 
this. There is no reason why—what good reason 
can be given why—Uncle Sam should not accept 
the offer made by the present Hawaiian Govern- 

ment and make their territory part and parcel of 
this grand Republic? Let us make sure of these 
islands while we can, for we shall find abundant 
reason to regret that we did not do so if we neglect 
our opportunity. 








THE communication upon the subject of ‘‘ Foot 
Ball in Army and Navy,” which appears elsewhere, 
is exactly in the line of what we have already said 
upon this subject. The suggestion of our corres- 
pondent that a fuad should be raised for the pur- 
pose of meeting the necessary expeases of our ca- 
det foot ball teams, is an excellent one and we will 
willingly co-operate in any plan that may be de- 
vised for accomplishing this object. Subscriptions 
should not be confined to the Army. There are 
large numbers of gentlemen, not actually in the 
Service, who would, we do not doubt, be quite wil- 
ling to join in such a subscription if their attention 
was called to the matter. 








An old statute providing that no officer on the 
active list of the Army shall hold a civil office, has 
been sprang upon the State Department since the 
appointment ‘of Oolonel Anson Mills, 3d Oavalry, 
as a member of the Mexican Boundary Commission. 
But for the fact that Colonel Mills accepted the 
civil office with the condition that it did not change 
his status as an officer of the Army, he would now, 
according to the legal advisers of the War Depart- 
ment, be out of the Army. Since the discovery 
was made his appointment as a member of the 
Boundary Commission has been temporarily sus- 
pended. As soon as Congress meets the President 
will send in a message asking that a resolution be 
passed exempting Oolonel Mills from the provisions 
of law referred to. Meanwhile the Mexican Boun- 
dary Commission will remain inactive and Colonel 
Mills will continue on his present status as an offi- 
cer of the Army, just as if he had never accepted 
the civil office. 








Wer understand that the Destroyer, whieh has 
been sold to Brazil, is at the risk of the owners, 
until she is delivered iu Brazilian waters. What- 


ever may be her fate, it is to be remembered that 


she was never designed for the service expected of 
her. She was built simply for the purpose of testing 
the submarine gun, and is old and out of date, 
having been built before the era of rapid fire guns. 
Her valves, intended for an air gan with a pressure 
of two hundred pounds, are now required to stand 
ten times that pressure. Furthermore the Destroy- 
er is to go into the hands of men who know noth- 
ing about the peculiarities of a vessel that under 
the best of circumstances requires special training 
to handle her. Altogether the chances are much 
against her accomplishing anything. The tests of 
the submarine gun she carries have thus far been 
very satisfactory, and the value of this method of 
attack is not in any way included in the fate of the 
Destroyer. The ideais that the submarine gun 
should be an auxiliary means of attack from large 
vessels. It can be used effectively at close quar- 
ters as a substitute for ramming, which is likely to 
involve the vessel giving and the vessel taking the 
blow in commonruin. It is fully settled that no 
torpedo netting is any protection against the sub- 
marine gun. 








Tux regular troops in New York Harbor are to 
take partin the ceremonies in New York Novem- 
ber 25, connected with the unveiling of the statue 
of Captain Nathan Hale,in the City Hall Park. 
The ceremonies will be conducted under the aus- 
pices of the S ons of the Revolution. 





Tux Emperor of Germany, disgusted with recent 
gambling transactions in which army officers were 
concerned, has deprived eleven of them of their 
commissions and has issued an edict forbidding in 
the army games of hazard of any kind among men 
in active service, and directing the chief officers to 
report and punish severely all transgressors of the 
order.

Tue Industrialist, State Agricultural Oollege, 
Manhattan, Kansas, publishes an article, ‘‘ Boono- 
mic Military Policy,” by “Prof. E. B. Bolton,” Cap- 
tain, 234 Infantry, U.S. A. Oaptain Bolton refers 
to our system of military instruction in colleges as 
an economical American method of obtaiming in 
part the results intended by the expensive Buropean 
system of universal military service. He says: “It 
is believed that with our geographical isolation the 
measure will prove a success, and the War Depart- 
ment is watching with great interest its workings, 
touching up here, encouraging there, and lending 
its valuable aid towards a fair anf honest trial. 
Should the policy fail, however, to stand the orucial 
test, the cost of astanding Army would have been 
insignificant as compared to the National calamity 
which would follow.” 








Tus New York Herald winds up an illustrated 
article on recruitingin the Army, with scenes in 
and about the recruiting : office in Park Row, New 
York City, by quoting a soldier as saying with re- 
ference to the ten years law: ‘“‘ There are thousands 
and thousands of first class, sober, earnest and com- 
petent privates who serve out their ten years and 
don’t get promoted simply because there are not 
enough vacancies made ahead. Now, there’s my 
case. I'll be thrown out next year without a busi- 
ness or a calling of any sort. I’m only thirty, and 
love soldiering, and have given good and satisfac- 
tory service.

CoLtonget THomas M. ANDERSON, l4th U. S. Infan- 
try, in a recent brief article, under the head of “Re- 
cruiting and Desertion,” says: “It is a great ad- 
vantage to a recruiting officer to belong to patriotic 
societies, such as the Loyal Legion, the Sons of the 
American Revolution, and the Grand Army. It 
brings him in contact with public spirited men. He 
should eultivate the militia and the press. He 
should make himself solid with civil officers and 
get acquainted with the jurymen who come in to 
quarter-sessions. A Grand Army camp fire may not 
be very exhilarating, yet the recruiting oMficer 
should attend. If the old boys wanta speech he 
must talk tothem. If the sisters of the Woman's 
Relief Corps ask him to take ration of pork and 
beans, he must step up smiling. Their sons and 





brothers will be his best reoruits.” 
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Tux Drill Regulations for the Hospital Corps, U.S. 
Army, approved by Secretary of War Lamont, July 
17,1898, were distributed this week to the troops. 
The volume is a small compact one of 115 pages in- 
cluding a copious index. 





Wuen long deferred promotion finally arrives it 
is very pleasant, but we trust not so dangerous as in 
the recent case of Col. Djuritch, ex-Minister of War 
of Servia, who dropped dead upon hearing that the 
King had promoted him to the rank of general. 








Tas Quartermaster General of the Army having 
directed that the manufacture of boots and shoes at 
the Military Prison at Fort Leavenworth be sus- 
pended for the present, the Kansas Oity Times says: 
“The prison authorities are not at all annoyed by 
the order. The manufacture of boots and shoes has 
been more or less of a contention ever since it was 
commenced in 1877. When the Army was satisfied 
with the supplies the higher authorities were dis- 
satisfied, and vice versa.”’ 








Lrsurenant Z. B. Vanos, lith U. 8. Infantry, in 
a recent article on “The Indian Soldier,” expresses 
the opinion that the “ Post Bxohange System” is 
not the best thing in the world for the Indian sol- 
diers and says: “It istoan Indian the most inex- 
plicable thing in the world that the Government 
will furnish him with the means of getcing drunk 
and then punish him for what he does when he is in 
that condition. This has been the most difficult 
thing to explain to them that I have undertaken 
since I have bsen with them. They considered at 
first that the fact that they were drunk when they 
committed an offence ought to be an ample excuse.” 








Cotonan J. Forp Kert, U.S. A., Inspector-Gen- 
eral of the Department of Dakota, is evidently of 
the opinion that plenty of outdoor exeroise, hunt- 
ing, etc., is likely to be of more benefit to officers 
and troops than theoretical studies and “a lyceum 
course that is wholesale in its application and makes 
many a worthy old officer a subject of ridicule to 
the bright youngsters who pay no respect to ex- 
perience; youngsters who preach revolution of the 
Service till they grow abusive at times.”” Too few 
of our officers, says Colonel Kent, now know any- 
thing of the country outside the enclosures of garri- 
son life. Hunting and fishing and outside life gen- 
erally should be enoouraged wherever they are 
feasible; young officers should be forced out to 
make maps and report on intervening country be- 
tween poste. 


Ws understand that the President and Secretary 
Lamont, after mature consideration, have decided 
against the appointment of civilians to second lieu- 
tenancies in the Army. This decision applies to the 
case of Cadet La Comte, as well as to the many 
other applications on file. It is possible that the 
pressure may prove too great and that the Presi- 
dent will feel constrained to fill the half-dozen va- 
cancies left over from last year, but the decision 
now is against any civilian appointments whatever. 
Thesame decision issaid to apply to the staff de- 
partments. The appointment of Major Kilbourne 
to the Pay Corps would seem to bear out this, eaps- 
cially as the pressure from civil life for this office is 
known to have been enormous.

RECENT DEATHS. 

Commarper O. A. Batonaxune, U. 8. N., who died 
at Tryon, HM. C., Oct. 80, was a native of New York, 
and was appointed from there to the Navy in 1859. 
During the war he rendcred efficient service and 
was present in many engagements, among them the 
attack on Port Hudson in March, 1868, the siege of 
Port Hudsen, the battle of Mobile Bay, Aug. 5, 
1864, and; the siege of Fort Morgan. He attained 
the grade of commander June 26, 1877, and had 

on leave for some time previous to his death)” 
was a brother-in-law of Pay Insp. Francis B. SWan, 
U. 8. N. (retired). A correspendent of the Boston 
Herald says: Bis death will be particularly felt in 





Boston, where be had many friends, aud, where 
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he had been on duty on different oceasions. Indeed, 
Boston may be called his home, as he married here 
in 1871 a daughter of Dr. Henry Lyon of Charles- 
town. In his death the Navy loses an able and effi- 
cient officer, whose service has been constant and 
valuable for more than 30 years. He entered the 
Naval Academy as 8 midshipman in 1859 from New 
York, his native State, and had but half completed 
the course when the breaking out of‘the war sent 
him into active service at the early age of 18. His 
war experiences were stirring and his record an en- 
viable one, including instances of marked individ- 
ual action and gallantry. He won his spurs by an 
act of heroism on board the Vincennes. He was pro- 
moted for gallant conduct on board the Mississippi 
in the attack on Port Hudson, where, under the or- 
ders of Capt. Melancton Smith, he set fire to the 
ship, when it became necessary to abandon her. He 
was one of the young officers who helped Farragut 
to win the battle of Mobile Bay, serving with eredit 
on the Monongahela, under Comdr. Strong. Wher- 
ever he was placed, he rendered a good account of 
himself, and showed himself a worthy member of 
that band of young men who, in the civil war, so 
fully supported the older officers of the Navy, and 
many of whom are now in their turn ably filling its 
higher positions. While on his way to the rendezvous 
at Rio Janeiro at the time of the Chillan troubles he 
was taken seriously 111 with what proved to be con- 
sumption, and which has resulted in his death. In 
this long and varied set vice, Comdr. Batcheller dis 
played qualities which marked him as an excellent 
officer, and one on whom the Department could rely 
for any service. He was devoted to his profession, 8 
thorough seaman and a representative of that class 
of officers which has made our Navy conspicuous for 
its discipline and efficiency. 


Caprais Bpwarp CaRBINGTON Bowens, U.S. N., 
who died Nov. 3, at his home in Watertown, Conn., 
in his 84th year, rounded Cape Horn in a merchant- 
man in 1822, and a year later was a midshipman in 
the Peruvian Navy, remaining until the flag of 
Spain was hauled down from the Castle of Callao. 
Later he was with the Greeks in their struggle for 
freedom from Turkish rule, and, returning, joined 
the first steam man-of-war. He passed an examin 
ation in the class with Admiral Porter, became a 
midshipman in 1829,and in 1841 reached a lieuten- 
ancy. Heserved in the Mexican War and was re- 
tired as ist lieutenant Sept. 13, 1865. During the war 
of the Rebellion he commanded the receiving ship 
Vandalia and was promoted to captain on the re- 
tired list March 12, 1867. He leaves a widow, who 
was Miss Coffin, a cousin of Admiral Coffin of the 
British Navy. 


LizguTENART Howarp 8, WaArrnG, U.S. N., who 
died suddenly at his residence in Brooklyn, N. Y,, 
on Nov. 4, was appointed a cadet midshipman in 
June, 1867, and attained the grade of Ist lieutenant 
in 1885. His last service was on the Atlanta. The 
funeral took place at No. 218 Sixth avenue, Brook- 
lyn, and were conducted by Chaplain Tribou, of the 
U. 8. S. New York, and at the earnest request of 
Mrs. Waring it was strictly private. Eight 
body-bearers from the New York were selected 
from among the men who had formeriy been on 
board the Atlanta, Lieut. Waring’s last ship. The 
pall-bearers were Comdr. Elmer, Surg. Drennan, 
P. A. Engineer Bayley, and three of his former 
classmates, Lieuts. Ward, Roller and Babcock. The 
interment took place in Cypress Hills Cemetery. At 
the entrance the body-bearers and a number of the 
Atlanta's crew were drawn up in charge of Ensign 
Williams, also a former classmate. They fell in be- 
hind tbe carriages and were drawn up in line at the 
grave. Many friends had sent flowers, which were 
placed on the grave. Among them was a very fine 
floral piece, with the name “‘Atianta,” in immor- 
tellee, a tribute to the sterling merit and officer-like 
qualities of the deceased, sent by the enlisted men 
of his former ship. Lieut. Waring died on Saturday 
night of a sudden hemorrbage of the lungs. There 
can be no doubt but that this was directly due to 
the severe winter which Waring spent in the Arctic 
while in charge of the crew of the ill-fated DeLong 
relief ehip Rodgers.

The carriage was clamped 
and the guns fired, then the mount was unclamped 
and the guns discharged. The carriage and its 
burden turned in an arc of 170 degrees, but the pro- 
jectiles went true to their mark. ; 


At the Sandy Hook proving grounds on Friday 

of last week, two projectiles made by the Sterling 
Steel company, of Pittsburg, were fired from a 12 
inch mortar ata gerd four and one-hali inches 
thick, set at an angle of 60 degrees to the horizon. 
The plate represented the deck of a ship at the angle 
at which it would receive the projectile from a mor- 
tar when thrown into the air. In both cases the 
pag 7 penetrated the plate without breaking 
t up, and with a slight upset that did not seriously 
impair the projectiles. It is further reported that 
as the experiment succeeded so well the makers of 
the projectiles will at once proceed to turn outa 
— of them for acceptance by the War Depart- 
ment. 





The official report of the Board appointed to wit- 
ness the competitive test at Indian Head of the 
Hotchkiss, Driggs-Schroeder and: Sponsel rapid- 
fire guns has been prepared, and will be submitted 
to the Chief of Bureau of Orduance this month. 
The Board experienced some we in reaching 
a conclusion as to the relative merits of the Hotch- 
kiss and Driggs-Schroeder guns—the two standard 
pieces now in use—but finally concluded by a ma- 
jority to give the Hotchkigs first place. One mem- 
ber dissented, voting in favor of the Driggs Schroe 
der for first place. In reaching this decision the 
Board states that the differences between the two 
guns are very slight,each having merits of excellence 
not possessed by the other. The Sponsel gun was 
given third place, but the Board reports the in- 
feriority of this weapon to the other two as very 
marked. The principal objections were rapid foul- 
ing, sticking of mechanism and of the blow blocks; 
also difficulty of aiming, due to the position of the 
crank, which is at right angle to gun. For these 
reasons, and also because of an objection to having 
three types of guns on our men-cf-war, the Board’s 
report precludes the likelihood of the purchase of 
any of these weapons for the Naval Service. 








A DESPATCH of Nov. 9 from Spokane says: “Wm. 
E. Carlin, son of General W. P. Carlin, commanding 
the Dept. of Columbia, with his brother-in-law, 
John Harvey Pierce, and A. H. Himmelwright, of 
New York, and three other men, comprising a hunt- 
ing party, are snowed in at the head of the Clear- 
water river, in the Bitter Root Mountains. There 
is fully six feet of snow in that region. Gen. Carlin 
has requested Col. Burt, commanding at Fort Mis-

ARMY REPORTS. 


The one hundred and twenty-one officers of our 
Army Corps of Engineers present ample justifica- 
tion for the existence of their corps, even in time of 
peace, in the record of work contaned in the annual 
report oi the Chief of Engineers. Aside from their 
discharge of civil functions they havedone much 
work in the line of military preparation. Projects 
have been prepared during the year for the defence 
of Tybee Roads and the entrance of Savannah River, 
Georgia; of Narragansett Bay, Rhode Island; of 
Charleston, 8. C., and Pensacola, Fia., and a project 
for the defence of New Orleans, La. Work has been 
continued upon the emplacements for guns at Port- 
land, two 10in.; at Boston, four 10in. and sixteen 12 
in. mortars; at New York, two 12in., three 10in., five 
8in., two R. F. guns and thirty-two 12in. mortars; at 
Washiugton, two l0in. guns, and at Hampton Roads 
three; at San Trancisco, Cal., two 12in. and six 10in. 
guns and sixteen 12in. mortars. Nearly 1,700 acres 
of land should be soqueves for fortifications at anes! 
timated cost of $500, Details are given of the 
work at the several fortified posts and positions. 
$2,692,976 is asked for the coming year. viz.: For con- 
struction of gun and mortar batteries, $1,629,126; gun 
and mortar platforms, $264,000; purchase of land for 
fortifications, $500,000; protection and repair of for- 
tifications, $85,000; protection of site at Fort Niag- 
ara, N. Y., $10,000; preparation of plans, $5,000; sea 
walls and embankments, $343,000; artesian well at 
Fort Monroe, Va., $14,000; sewer system at Fort Mon- 
roe, Va , $0,000; purchase of submarine mines and 
appliances to operate them, $51,550; casemates, cable 
galleries, etc., $50,000. The estimate for the protec- 
tion of the site at Fort Niagara contemplates there- 
pair of the sea wall, the construction of dikes, and 
filling in behind these dikes. A sea wall is badly 
needed to protect the west shore of Davids Island. 
The necessities at Fort Monroe include a system of 
water supply, for the place is dependent upon rain 
water seneed in cisterns,and a sewerage system, the 
present arrangement being a menace to health. 
Gen. Casey recommends the appropriation of $12,000 
for the engineer post at Willet’s Point. The experi- 
ments carried on at that place are described in de- 
tail; the drill and discipline of the garrison are com- 
mended, and the intelligence and interest by the of- 
ficers under instruction at the engineer school are 
recognized. Some very interesting experiments are 
reported, among them ,the use of artificial heat in 
drying mining casemente, insulation resistance, tests 
of imported multiple cable, new varieties of explo- 
sives, and the Sims-Edison turpedo. Most of there- 
port of over 500 octavo pages is occupied with the 
work on river and harbor improvements.

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FOOTBALL IN THE ARMY AND NAVY. 
To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal: 


INCREASED familiarity with the methods pursued 
in selecting material for the teams of our great 
*varsity elevens, and with the individual require- 
ments necessary to secure a place on the team, con- 
vinoes me that football is the military game par ex- 
cellence. The candidate for a place on a’varsity 
team must possess the following qualifications if he 


— to be succersful: A good, heaJthy active 
y with all of its powers fully developed by ex- 
ercise and maintained by abstinence from indul.- 


ence of the appetite. He must possess pluck and 
absolutel from fear of personal injury. He 
must be well disciplined, in that he must promptly 
°o the orders of the captain without discussion or 
quibblirg. He must keep cool, for a player who 
loses his temper is apt to be ruled off when his ser- 
vices are necessary Hw must keep his “ wits’ about 
him under all circumstances and never fail to in 
every inch possible by falling or rolling in the right 
direction no matter how many men may be on 
top of him. He must work in harmony with the 
other members of the team, and not simply to win 
distinction for individual nesaenes. He must 
thoroughly understand every detail of the game, or 
in other words he mnst have played the game for 
several years. 

Could any one make out a better list of qualifica- 
tions for a soldier? viz.: strong, sound physique, 
courage ‘and one for personal injury, disci- 
pline and coolness and possession of faculties under 
exciting circumstances—subordination of desire for 

nal glory to the success of all—practical and 
Preoretical knowledge of his duties in action? The 
opinion is now gaining ground in France that we 
must adopt some new processes in military edu- 
eation by which we can more effectually culti- 
vate the morale of our men, for notwithstand- 
ing the tremendous improvement in the death- 
dealing power of weapons, victory will now more 
than ever remain with the side which can preserve 
the morale of its men and keep in the struggle the 
longest. With this object in view they propose to 


cultivate discipline, courage, a desire to conquer’ 


and contempt for bodily pain. The methods by 
which they propose to accomplish this are not yet 
completely worked out, but I am inclined to believe 
that they have the right idea although it will be 
difficult to put into execution. 

A sport which encourages the growth of these 
qualities ought to be encouraged by military men, 
and from extended observation, with good opportu- 
nities, I believe that the game of foot-ball as played 
by gentlemen is truly such a game, and should be 
encouraged in the Service. e hope the annual 
game between the academies has come to stay. The 
most serious question is the financial part of it. 
Money in large amounts must be had to secure 
coaches, visiting teams, etc. So far, the expense 
has been borne by comparatively few Army offi- 
cers and a larger per centage of Navy officers. The 
Navy has viewed the contest in a broader light than 
the Army, and has cortributed handsomely from 
the Mediterranean and Pacific fleets, as well as from 
Washington and from Annapolis. In the Army it 
is viewed more as a local contest between the two 
academies, that a trial of strength and skill between 
the two great branches ofthe Service. Every offi- 
cer in the Army is or ought to be interested in the 
contest and ought to give it material and moral 
support. One dollar per year from one half of the 
officers on the active list would remove all financial 
difficulties. And the officers of the two academies 
do their share when they entertain,as they do royally, 
the hosts of Army and Navy officers and their 
friends who go to witness the games. The Army 
Athletic Association is worthy of the small encou- 
ragement it asks,and nine out of ten officers can 
easily afford a little towards the encouragement of 
sport and life in the Service. Who knows? the two 

ys who are io struggle with each other in the 
centre this year, may in years to come stand in com- 
mand on the quarter-deck and on shore as Grant 
and Farragut did in '62. Having learned to respect 
each other’s strength and skill as boys, who can doubt 
but 7 will join hands and give their combined 
strength and zeal to a common cause, their country. 

The financial difficulties might be removed by hav- 
ing the annual contest on neutral ground with a 
moderate admittance fee, each team being al- 
lowed a reasonable amount to be determined y, a 
committee of officers from the two academies. The 
amount should be sufficient to pay for a good coach 
for each team, for expenses of visiting teams, foot- 
ball clothes, etc. The balance could be donated to 
some worthy charitable institution,such as the‘*Fresh 
Air Fund.” There are, no doubt, better solutions 
of the financial problem that this. It will have to 
be settled in some way before long, if the games are 
to be continued, and they should be continued on 
account of the interest they awaken in the public, 
as to the workings of the academies. If they were 
better known they would be more admired and more 
popular. ARMY.

THE RECALL OF ADMIRAL STANTON. 


Tus article, by the Editor of the Army AnD Navy 
JOURNAL, accompanies a fine likeness of Commodore 
O. F. Stanton, U. 8. N., which appears in Harper's 
Weekly for Nov. 11. 


On one occasion, during his command of the 
European squadron after the civil war, Admiral 
Worden, the hero of the Monitor and Merrimac 
episode, was fired upon by a Turkish fort ashe was 
steaming by it in his flagship. In an instant the 
order was given to beat to quarters, and had the 
shot been repeated, a broadside from the flagship 
would have been the answer to this distinct challenge 
of war. Fortunately, instead of the expected de- 
monstration of host ity, an apology was received 
from the Turkish officials for what had been the 
blunder of some subordinate. 

This incident shows how ready a trained Navy offi- 
cer is to act with promptness upon occasion, and 
how necessary it is for him to deal with a prima facte 
case Without waiting for investigations or instruo- 
tions. Our officers afloat have often won the applause 
of the country by the readiness re have shown to 
act , their own judgment in a difficult situation, 
and there are not wanting examples of a dis tion 
to hold them to a strict accountability when the 
situation they have created has proved embarrassing 
to the Government. The Ingraham-Koster affair 
ant =e Mason and Slidell imbroglio are cases in 
poin 

The action of Commodore and Acting Rear-Ad- 
miral Stanton in saluting the flag and returning the 
visit of the rebel Brazilian Admiral Mello is to be 
considered in the light of naval training and navy 

recedents. In the absence of proot to the contrary, 

t may be assumed that an officer of his experience 
will be able to offer satisfactory explanation of his 
conduct. The matter of salutes between vessels of 
different nations is regulated by international agree- 
ment, and our Navy Regulations require officers to 
observe certain rules “in which the maritime powers 
generally have concurred,”’ These,rules direct the 
prompt return of visits and salutes from foreign 
war-vessels, and when the officer extending the 
courtesy is of or above the grade of captain the fies. 
officer must return the visit in person. It istrue the 
Navy Regulations forbid the firing of a salute “in 
honor of any nation or of any official of any nation 
not formally recognized by the Government of the 
United States,” but will it not be difficult to show 
that Commodore Stanton has violated this regula- 
tion? Itisto be remembered that our officers in 
Chilian waters were subjected to the harshest criti- 
cism because they did not show more favor to what 
proved in the end to be the winning faction in the 
Chilian civil war. 

“They who in quarrels interpose must often wipe 
a bloody nose,” says Hudibras, and the perils that 
environ tho:e who irterpose in domestic difficulties 
of any sort are well known. They will be damned 
if they do, aud they will be damned if they don’t. 
It is with the Brazilian nation that we must deal in 
the end, and possibly Commodore Stanton on the 
ground may have been as well situated to determine 
as those at home how far the circumstances required 
him to follow the strict letter of the regulations. 

The instinct of fraternity between navy men, with- 
out regard to nationality, is undoubtedly strong, 
and tbis has been intensified by the incidents of our 
recent centennial parade, in which Admiral Mello 
took part. It is not impossible that this may have 
bad its influence upon the action of the acting rear- 
admiral. A striking instance of this fraternity is 
found in the action of Commodore Tatnuall, then of 
our Service, and later a Confederate rear-admiral, 
in joining in a British attack on Uhinese forts, The 
exclamation of “Old Tat” on that occasion, “Blood 
is thicker than water,” still rings in the ears of 
Englishmen.

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IMPROVED TYPE OF MACHINE GUN. 

Owr naval ordnance experts are much interested 
just now in a new and improved type of machine 
gun which, in all probability, will soon form a con- 
spicuous part in the batteries of our new naval ves- 
sels. The new gun is the invention of J. G. Accles, 
for many yearsa practical expert connected with 
the manufacture of the Gatling gun. 

The new invention has already been thoroughly 
tested abroad with astonishing and successful re- 
sults. A number have been purchased by England 
and other European powers for use in both the mil- 
itary and naval services. 

The Capitan Pratt, the new Chilian cruiser, has a 
number of the gunsin her secondary battery, and 
in referring to them in a recent official communica- 
tion to his Government Capt. Day, commanding 
officer of the ship, stated that after thorough teste 
be found the guns all that was desired in simplicity 
and efficiency. 











such as are everywhere used for the storage and transport 
of ammunition. Instead of being made up in packets and 
tied with string, the cartridges, twenty in namber, are 
packed flat in 2 Grmoere case lying on aithin continuous 
strip of tin. de up in this manner, the cases of cartridges 
pack very closely and eompactiy into the ammunition box, 
and are thoroughly protected against jolting.

The simplicity and efticiency of this new invention lea ves 
notbing to be desired. Its advantagesin respect of saving 
of time, trouble, and men in action, and in simplifying the 
service of the gun, and rendering it absolutely reliable by 
abolishing many complicated devices jand operations, are 
such as to constitute a most important new departure in the 
use of this class of weapons. 


The following are the claims made for the Accles

THE STATE TROOPS. 


REPORTS ON BUFFALO DISTURBANCE. 


THE reports of commanding officers of the differ- 
ent organizations of the New York Guard who were 
op duty during the switchmen’s strike at Buffalo in 
August, 1892, furnish some interesting reading and 
contain some valuable data. These reports appear 
with the annual report of Adjt.-Gen. Porter and 
ovcupy a considerable portion of the volume. The 
report of the latter on the strike, as well as that of 
Gen. McGrath, has already appeared in the JouRMAL. 
The reports of nearly all the other commanding 
officers of organizations, however, have not been 
wate public, and we make extracts from them as 
ollows: 


Lieut. E. E. Hardin, 7th U.8.Inf., in his report to the 
War Department says: **The general discipline and the 
manner of performing duty convinces me that the results 
obtained by the careful training of smali bodies of troops 
in the State camp far out-balance in the way of knowledge 
of cooking, campaigning generally, which might be ob- 
tained by the collection of latger bodies of troops in camp 
where they could do their own cooking. WhileI recognize 
the importance of such training, I know that no National 
Guard can give the time necessary to obtain itand at the 
same time acquire the strict discipline and accurate train- 
ing obtained in smali bodies from competent instructors. I 
believe what occurred at Buffalo shows that troops trained 
in drill and guard duty as these troops are at the State camp 
and accustomed to obedience will readily conform to the 
conditions of a campaign.” 

General Doyle, while acknowledging the good work of 
all commande, makes special me:tion of the work of 
Troop A, and aiso acknowledges the valuable services of 
Adjt. Gen. Porter, Gens. Oliverand McGrath, Co!. Phisterer, 
Maj. Stacpole and others. 

Col. Seward, 9th Regt., mentions in his report the 
good judgment used on the part of officers and men to keep 
order without shedding blood, and states the bayonet 
was used in this connection. The colonel reters to the poor 
transportation furnished by the railroad company to take 
the regiment home, and states the cars came late and were 
dirty. He commends the behavior of his officers and men, 
and does not think any organization at Buffalo was better 
served or communded the services of a more faithful and 
efficient officer than did the 9th in commissary element.

In a report of Major G. G. Cochran, 13th Regiment. in re- 
ference to the work of the battalion under bis command, 
he says, among other things: ** No rifles were loaded, and 
only the bayonet used. Positive orders were issued forbid- 
ding tbe loading of rifles except by command of a commis- 
sioned or non-commissioned officer, and then only in case 
of great danger. In case any one resisted, the order was to 
use the bayonet.” 

Major C. H. Luscomb, commanding the second battalion 
of the 18th Regiment, says his command on leaving the ar- 
mory were only supplied with three rounds of ammunition 
per man as no more could be found, but later got a supply 
of 1,000 rounds from Col. Seward, 9th Regiment, while en 
route to Buffalo on the same train. ln referring to the duty 
ot his command Major Luscomb says: “In many instances 
clashes with the mov were averted by the forbearance and 
tact of officers in command at points of contact, and the 
fact that no shooting became necessary was the result of 
clear-headed and judicious treatment of the situation by 
those charged with maintaining the peace, and holding the 
lines of grand guard. * * The forethought of our regi- 
mental commander, whereby the battalion was supplied 
with fire brick, grate bars, pots, kettles, cups, plates, 
knives, forks and spoons, enabled us to get into full work- 
ing order almost as soon as we entered our quarters.” 

Col. Camp, 22d Regiment, in his report states the health of 
his command —s the entire tour was excellent, and 
gives credit to Asst. Surg. Beach for his zsal in promoting 
eanitary measures. The colonel commends the good work 
of all in the regiment, but states that tour has impressed 
him with the fact that separate companies cannot be tem-

Col. Greene, Tist Regiment, in his report speaks of the 
abuse showered on the sentries by strikers at different 
times, and states that stone throwing was answered by fir- 
ing. but so far as known no one was hurt, on account of 
the darkness. Col. Greene speaks in the highest terms of 
the discipline of his command and the superior perform- 
ance of the sentry duty. He also states that although the 
eamp at Buffalo was surrounded by saloons, there was not 
asingle case of intoxication in the regiment. The colonel, 
speaking of the throwing refuse and papers arouad the 
camp, makes the exceptional statement that “the great 
majority of the regiment are accustomed to being waited 
upon by servants, and it is difficult to impress upon them 
the idea that in active service every soldier is his own ser- 
vant. 

Col. Fox, 4th Regiment, recounting the movements of 
bis commana, speaks of excellent duty performed by them, 
and the prompt service of his commissary of subsistence.

Faval Militia. 


Massachusetts.—Now that the system of naval militia has 
been adopted and provided for by quite a number of the 
States, it seems proper that the Navy Dept. should recognize 
this important branch of the nation’s naval defence by 
pruatiog an abstract of the returns made thereon to the 

avy Department in the Navy Register. 

No classification of the navai militiais made inthe re- 
turns printed in the Army Register, and very few are 
aware that nearly if not quite 2,000 militiamen are now 
borne on the rolls of the naval militia. 

In Massachusetts at least the naval militia bas been able 
to teach the land militia many of the essential things inci- 
cent to active service. 

In the matter of equipment, such as cartridge belts, mess 
gear aod kna ke, the naval brigade are far in advanceoft 
the balance of the militia, not to speak of being armed with 
modern magazine rifles and leading the State in the propor- 
tion of men qualified as marksmen. 

The completeness of the organization of the Massachu- 
setts naval brigade is shown by the fact thatit maintains a 
signal corps, hospital corps, torpedo electricians and ma- 
chinists, who are competent to perform their res ve 
duties with promptness and in a practical and ‘ective 
manner.
